Application for the new local air- 
line, service is being filed by the 
Ryan Schoo] of Aeronautics, this

SERVE 100 CITIES 

Officials of the school at San 
Diego are applying for permis- 
sion to operate ‘2,100 route miles 
of airline .service to more than 
100 cities in California not prev- 
iously served. 

According to present plans the 
Ryan feeder, and pick-up airline 
service would make landings for 
‘passengers, mail and express at 
28 cities and would offer délivery 
and pick-up of mail and cargo, 
without landing, at 84 other com- 
munities;.

All citizens or residents who 
expect to have during 1944—either 
alone or together with a wife or 
husband:

2—Or more than $100 income 
from all other sources, if the total 
of such income plus wages sub- 
ject to witholding is (a) $500 or 
more for a single person or (b) 
more than $624 for a married per- 
Son, or (c) $1200 or more for a 
married couple living together. 

PAYING THE TAX 

All tax declarations should be 
filed on or before Saturday with 
the Collector of Internal Revenue 
in the district where you expect 
to file your 1944 return next 
March.
